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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see amendment, filed 21 August 2007, with respect to office 
action of 15 December 2006 have been fiiUy considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1,18 and 34 has been withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Regarding claims 1 and 18, prior art fails to disclose a transmit filter (or a method 
thereof) used for generating an oversampled signal from a stream of data symbols where 
the phase tracking circuitry is responsive to a reference clock which is generated 
independently from the symbol clock and where the sample generating circuit generates 
samples responsive to the phase information which is maintained relative to the symbol 
clock.. 

b. Regarding claim 34, prior art fails to disclose a transmit filter (or a method 
thereof) used for generating an oversampled signal from a stream of data symbols where 
the phase fracking circuitry is responsive to a reference clock and where the sample 
generating circuit generates samples responsive to the phase information and the symbol 
clock.
